It might be a favor to Ottawa at this 
juncture if the provincial legislatures 


would assemble themselves and spend 
time and public money in a bootless dis- 
cussion of these subjects. That would 
perhaps divert attention from the 
masterly inactivity that Mr. Bennett and 


his associates are displaying in relation to 

these issues. But until those gentlemen 
can make up their minds what, if any- 
thing, they intend to do to help sell the 
wheat crop and make work available for 
those who need it, the members of the 
evislatures may as well stay at home and 
uttend to business. 


HOW MUCH FOR “DOLES"? 


Hon. J. A. Merkley, provincial minister 
of railways, labor and industries for Sas- 
katchewan, says the Government of that 


province will ask the Dominion for 
$18,000,000 with which to assist in pro- 


viding employment and relief during the 
fall and winter. 


Saskatchewan has been the hardest 
hit of all the provinces, having crop 
failure in about half its cultivated area 


added to the general scarcity of employ- 
ment for non-farmers. But that the other 
provinces will need correspondingly large 
contributions from the federal treasury is 
certain. All told, the bill may easily reach 
the $100,000,000 that has been suggested. 
The important question is, how much 
of this money, and of the contributions 
made by provincial governments and 
municipal councils, is to be paid out as 
wages for useful work, and how much i 
to be handed out as direct relief for whic h 
the public will get nothing in return? Had 
large constructive — s been put in 
hand months ago, as they should have 
been, a relatively large Sortion of the 
relief money would have gone in payment 


for services rendered, and a relatively 
smal! part would have had to be given 
away next winter 


The opportunity to deal with the un- 
employment situation in that business-like 
way has been cut in half by procrastina- 
tion, and is being still further discounted 
by every day that is allowed to pass with- 
out opening up work-making projects. 
Premier Bennett has declared roundly 
that he will never be a party to a “dole” 
system. But he will have to pay “doles 
next winter, as he did last winter, and in 
far larger amounts. For that the time- 
wasting inaction of his Government will 
be largely to blame 


TRADE AGAIN POSSIBLE 


There will be general satisfaction 
throughout the Dominion at the prospect 
that Canada and Australia are to resume 


trade with each other. To what extent 
that prospect becomes a reality will 
depend upon the degree to which the 


terms of the new treaty are found to be 
mutually advantageous The deadlock 
that has existed for nearly a year has 
shown clearly enough that if we are to sell 
goods in Australia we must take Austra- 
lian goods in return When Canada 
withdrew the former concessions on 
Australian products, that country 
promptly responded in kind, and com- 
merce practically ceased 

Since Canada repudiated the former 
arrangement, the value of the new treaty 
will be in proportion as it enlarges the 
market in Australia for Canadian goods. 
Unless it does that to a substantial degree 
the convention will represent no particular 
gain to Canadian industry, whatever 
Negative virtue it may possess in restrict- 
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concession at least on paper, 
which in the shape of increased orders 
remains to be learned 

To what extent Australia will offer a 
market for Cénadian factory products 
must hinge largely on whether Australia 


will be able to find in Canada a consider- 
able market for its own products. The 
more so because Australian credit is away 
below par, and it must in a special sense 
buy where it can sell. 

This is the first achievement of the 
Bennett Government in trade-treaty 
making. What it is worth will be shown 
by the test of experience. At least it 
indicates a recognition that export mar- 
kets are vital to the general welfare of the 
Canadian people, and that the only way 
to get them is to bargain for them 
“Blasting” won’t do; that seemingly is 
dawning on Ottawa's consciousness as a 
result of the jolts administered by Aus- 


tralia and New Zealand.

Keeping Mentally Fit 


STIMULATION AND RELAXATICN 


It’s a wise man or woman who can 


decide wisely when to seek stimulatien 


when relaxation; and it's decidedly 
a wise physician or counselor of any 
qualification who can advise another 


wisely in this recurrent choice. The 
problem in bodily terms is usually 
simpler than in mental ones, and 


serves as a clue to it. When to ex- 


ercise, when to rest, that is the ques- 
tion. By the fruits or effects are such 
things to be judged. The proof of the 
pudding is in the eating, but the 
question is weather you should have 
eaten t pudding or have refused it 

We associate rest and recreation 
| quite properly, for the purpose of rest 
is to restore, or recreate, But a “Room 


for Rest” and a “Recreational Centre” 
would not be equipped in the same 
way. Both are contrasted to a “Work 
Room,” though that does not imply 
that there can be no rest nor recrea- 
tion in work. There is much of both 
in the right kind of work, if you are 


in proper trim; for recreation as ex- 
ercise and whatever you do to seek 
mental stimulation requires the ex- 


penditure of energy. In this lies its 
contrast with rest. Recreation and 
stimulation imply an agreeable release 
of energy, or if that is best, release 
from expending energy. A nap or a 
talk may be alike refreshing. Mental 
refreshment is what we seek and need

The 
poison causes a painful inflamation 
in the skin of some people but does not 
affect others at ail. The best protec 
tion against this form of skin irrita- 
tion seems to be a blood stream which 
is normally alkaline. If the alkaline 
reserve of the blood steam is depleted 
one isapt to suffer from vine polson- 
ing. 

If you do develop poisoning from 
vines then by all means give the af- 
fected aren some prompt treatment 
The following will ually be found 


} effective. When the first signs appear 


on the skin go immediately to the 
bathroom and prepare a weak solution 
of lye water, using a teaspoonful of 
dry lye to one quart of water. Have 


this solution ready at the side of th 
bathtub. Next, take a luke warm 
shower bath so the body will become 


Then reach out and dip 
® nail brush into the lye solution 
Vigorously brush the affected paris 
and the area around and immediately 
wash off with a warm shower or im- 
merse the body completely in warm 
water, washing off every bit of the 
lye. This quick application of the lye 
solution will usually counteract the 
poison and stop the irouble imme- 
diately. Do not make the lye solution 
too strong or leave it on without rins- 
ing or it will burn the skin 

If the poison has penetrated far 
into the skin such a treatment may 
not remove all of the toxins. In any 
case, paint the affected parts with a 
mild solution of permanganate of pot- 
ash twice daily Your druggist will

~ BANK NOTES 
ARE PASSED 


Three Bogus $10 Bank of 
Commerce Bills in Hands 
of the Police 


Three bogus $10 Canadian Bank of 
Commerce bills, which were circulating 
jin the city in the early part of the 
week, found their way to the bank 
and are noW_in possession of the de- 
|tective department of the city police 
headquarters. Two of the bills were 
passed at Chinese restaurants and the 
third was passed at a down-town 
grocery store. As yet the police have 
made no arrests but they expect to 
run down the counterfeiters shortly 

While passable, the bills are easily 
seen to be bogus ones on close inapec- 
tion. They are dated January 2, 1917 
and some of the words are mis-spelled 


on the fact, as follows Will pay to 
bearer on demend.’ 

The male and female figures are 
crudely executed, and the numbers 
evidently stamped by a machine, are 


out of alignment 
The plate numbers are missing from 


the bills, and the paper is well-worn 
and of poor quality, and or a rusty- 
brown color along the edges 

A good description of the men who 
passed the bills has been secured by 
the police, who believe “they” may be 


one and the same person 
City businessmen are warned to be 
on the look-out for the counterfeits
